Durham (D. , N. Car.), formerly Vice Chairman 
of the Joint Congressional Committee on Atomic Energy, and now its 
ranking Democratic Congressman, has expressed a desire to be brought 
up to date on the current atomic energy situation. In view of the fact that 
he has long been a good friend of this Agency, both in his Joint Committee 
capacity and as a senior Democratic member of the House Armed Services 
Committee, on which he has handled CIA legislation, it is strongly recom- 
mended that this courtesy be extended to him.
